Railway War Board Issues Statement|/Sir Lomer Gouin Is 


Dealing With Handling of 
Coal and Feed 
Winnipeg. —Owing to unusual con- 
ditions through the West prevailing, 
the western branch of the Railway 

War Board issued this statenient: 
“The demands made upon the rail- 
ways equipment and _ facilities in 


tO] Western Canada during the past two 


or three weeks have rarely been 
exceeded, This is due to a variety 
of causes, In the first place, owing 
to the three months’ strike in the 
Western Canadian mines, mahy 
points in the prairie provinces were 
caught by the early coming in of 
winter, practically without any coal 
whatever, and the sudden severe wea- 
ther which has extended all over the 
West has created an unprecedented 
demand for coal. The tonnage of 
western coal being handled to Mani- 
toba and Saskatchewan is tremen- 
dously greater than has been handled 
in previous years, and this means a 
heavy coal movement in the same 
direction with grain and stock, and 
the handling of thousands of empty 
cars west of the mines, This coal to 
a large extent formerly came in the 
grain empties returning from the 
lake head, but the shortage of Ameri- 
can anthracite this year and the grea- 
ter favor in which western coal is 
now held for domestic purposes has 
caused an enormous increase in the 
movement from the western mines, 
and has placed upon the railways a 
correspondingly increased burden. 

“The dry season in Southern Al- 

erta and Southern Saskatchewan, 
resulting, as it has, in large sections 
of stock-raising territory being de- 
nuded of feed, has caused an extra- 
ordinary heavy movement of stock 
from these sections to the markets, 
as well as a large movement from 
these sections to portions of northern 
Alberta and Saskatchewan where 
feed is plentiful, or can be produced, 
and the railways are also being called 
upon to handle thousands of cars 2f 
feed into the drought areas, which 
are not handled in ordinary years. 
The heavy snowfalls made it neces- 
sary that this stock be moved out 
and feed handled at once, to prevent 
suffering, and the railways are exert- 
ing every effort to accomplish this. 

“The severe weather, resulting as 
it has in stoppage of fall-plowing 
and other farm work, has been fol- 
lowed= bY HEAVY “increases “in “grain 
marketing, and this, together with 
the demand for increased exportation 
of wheat, has added to the burdens 
of the railways. 

“A very acute shortage of cars in 
the United States has made it ex- 
ceedingly difficult tg secure return 
of Canadian cars going into the 
States loaded, and this has been par- 
ticularly the case in connection with 
stock cars. In order to expedite the 
stock movement, the railways have 
been forced to furnish box cars for 
local stock movement, on the basis 
of two box cars to handle the num- 
ber of animals ordinarily handled 
in one stock car, which has depleted 
the supply of box cars for other pur- 
poses. 

“In addition to all this the severe 
weather and heavy snowstorms have 
necessarily slowed up the movement 
of traffic to some extent and has in- 
terfered with the distribution of 
empties through the necessity for us- 
ing engines to operate snowplows in- 
stead of hauling trains of empties. 

“Preference in car supply and 
movement is being given to fuel, feed 
and stock, and every possible effort is 
being put forth by the railways to 
relieve the situation as speedily as 
possible. It is right, however, that 
the public should be informed as to 
the conditions under which the rail- 
ways are operating.”

Admiral Jellicoe has visited Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand already and 
from cable dispatches received here 
has suggested something in the na-- 
ture of an imperial navy for the Pa- 
cific and Atlantic with the dominions. 
paying part of the cost of the squad- 
rons. 

Since the defeat in parliament in 
1913 of the government's thirty-five 
million appropriation prop@sal, Can- 
ada has had no naval policy, When 
the war broke out the government 
here decided to devote. the whole 
energies of the Dominion,  financiat 
and otherwise, to the raising and 
equipping of land forces, though to- 
ward the end of the war the building 
of merchant ships was engaged upon. 
Incidentally a number of submarines 
were built in the Dominion for use 
in European waters. But the ques- 
tion of a permanent naval policy 
for the Dominion has been left in 
abeyance since the» Canadian navy 
program was to all intents and pur- 
poses abandoned in 1913. 

Hon. C. C. Ballantyne, minister of 
marine and naval affairs, has re- 
turned to his departmental work at 
Ottawa after a prolonged illness, and 
will be in attendance at the confer- 
ence which is pending. The minister 
has already intimated that a naval 
policy for the Dominion will -be 
brought down at the next session of 
parliament. It is highly doubtful 
whether any contribution policy will 
find favor with parliament. A cabled 


dispatch from Meybourne intimating ~ 


that Canada would be required to 
contribute to the upkeep of the 
squadron of the Pacific and Atlantic 
was read in the house last session by 
a member of the opposition, who en- 
quired of the administration as to 
the truth of it.

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Canada’s Time Of Testing 


Canadians have joyously and en- 
thusiastically celebrated the signing 
of the Peace treaty. Canada’s ‘un- 
precedented army of some hundreds 
of thousands of men is all but com- 
pletely demobilized, and the vast ma- 
jority of the soldiers are again at 
work in civilian occupations. One by 
one, all the war time orders-in-coun- 
cil, regulations and prohibitions are 
passifg away, and the Dominion is 
again rapidly being placed on a Peace 
basis. The acuteness of the sorrows 
caused by the war is being assuaged 
by that greatest of all healers, time, 
and the feelings of racial bitterness 
and even hatred which are aroused 
by war are fading. 


The titanic struggle is already a 
matter of history, but.while memory 
lasts people will remember the hor- 
tors and stress of the past five ter- 
tible years, and all future generations 
will be more or less affected by the 
experience through which mankind 
was called upon to pass. But while 
remembering these things, it is well 
that as a people we should keep even 
more vividly in our memories the re- 
collection of the heights of loyal de- 
votion to country to which people at- 
tained, the self-sacrifices they so free- 
ly and gladly made, the patriotic ser- 
vices they so splendidly rendered. 
During the war the people of Canada 
tose to undreamed of heights of 
greatness and achieved a national 
splendor of which any people might 
well be proud. In a word, Canada 
found its soul—something which in 
the more materialistic days of old 
this country seemed to lack. 

In the past five tryi years Can- 
adians achieved confidénce in them- 
selves; they learned to do by doing. 
They discovered latent native ability 
and organizing capacity to do big 
things and do them well. In the 
stress and tumult of war they learn- 
ed many lessons, not least of which 
was the discovery that for well-nigh 
fifty years the Canadian people had 
busied themselves, and quarrelled, 
and divided, over many petty matters 
and ideas and animosities of a long 
dead past. Canadians called their 
Dominion a nation, but it was not, 
and never could be while its people 
lacked national vision, a national out- 
look and truly national aspirations. 
The country was without a real in- 
spiration. The war has supplied what 
Canada-formerly lacked, and, lacking 
it; was weak and almost impotent in 
the world, 

Are the Canadian people, 
proved themselves so big and mastér- 
ful in war, going to remain so in 
peace? Is this Dominion which has 
risen to a proud place among the na- 
tions going to retain that place, and, 
in.the military language of the day, 
consolidate its position? Or are we 
going to slip back into the old nar- 
row-mindedness which 
greatest handicap in the past? 

During the war Canadians were 
patriots. Every man and woman we 
ready and proud to_render national 
service. Criticism was stilled, even 
though it might be fully justified. 
The chronic fault-finder found him 
self decidedly unpopular, Our peopl: 
pulled together for the common go>t 
and the triumph of the common 
cause, instead of pulling against one 
another. The danger is that in the 
relaxation from war effort, and in the 
pleasant and less crucial days of 
peace, we fall back into old habits. | 
Is it too much to hope and expect 
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that the newer and better patriotism 
born of war will remain with us to 
flourish and develop throtighout the 
gladsome days of peace? ; 

Canadian patriotism stood the test 
of war, but the real test of the pat- 
riotism of the people of this Do- 
minion will come in the years of 
Peace upon which we have now en- 
tered. It will be a sterner test, lack- 
ing, as it will, the incentive of a great 
struggle to win, a glorious victory to 
achieve. It will call for infinite pa- 
tience and hard work. Yet, after all, 
the prize to be won is something 
finer, better, more lasting than © the 
prize of victorious war. 

The winning of the war, to which 
the people of Canada were willing to 
bend all their energies, and in the 
accomplishment of which no sacrifice 
was too great anu no service too ard- 
uous, guaranteed to us and our chil- 
dren their independence and liberties 
and the blessings of Christian civil- 
ization, 

But the possession of these price- 
less things will be of little value to 
us unless we use them as we ought. 
Rather. will their possession prove 
our own condemnation if we do not 
worthily employ them to make Can- 
ada truly great and a benefactor am- 
ong the nations. We enjoy inde- 
pendence to develop our country for 
weal or for woe, to create and firmly 
establish a nation renowned for re- 
form and advancement, for the elim- 
ination of social ills, for the splendor 
of its education; we enjoy the widest 
liberty to-do good, not license to do 
evil. 

With the dawning of this new era 
of peace, Canadians should practice 
self-control and continued self-denial. 
They should find the same gratifica- 
tion in rendering service to the nation 
now as in the days of war. They 
should be patient and earnest in in- 
stituting reforms, but impatient with 
all wrongs, In a word, Canada needs, 
and needs badly, the “war spirit of 


the country and its people carried 
into all the activities of the years of 
peace,

Melbourne.As the outcome of a 
Stormy, interview between H. S, W. 
Lawson, Premier of Victoria, and a 
deputation of soldiers in the Pre- 
mier’s office, the Premier was struck 
on the head and cut by an inkwell, 
thrown by one of the soldiers, The 
men then proceeded to pitch the 
office furniture into the streets and 
tore up important official documents. 
The police dispersed the rioters and 
arrested five of them, Later a crowd 
attempted to rush the watch house 
near by and stoned the police, but 
was dispersed with several casual ies. 

The diffictlty had its origin when 
a crowd, including returned soldiers 
and sailors attempted to rtish-a mili- 
tary barracks. Shots were fired and 
a passing soldier was killed. There 
were several arrests made, and after- 
wards excited meetings of soldiers 
were held, at which the police meth- 
ods. were denounced.

British Capital Engaged in Manufac- 
ture From Douglas Fir 
Announcement was made at Seattle 
that the Furbear Lumber company, a 
New York concern controlled by Bri- 
tish capital, this winter will ship 50,-

Work on the reclamation of sev- 
éral thousands of acres of swamp 
lands in the Columbia Valley, near 
Golden, B.C., will in all likelihood 
commence early next spring. An in- 
spection of the proposed work is now 
being made by Senator B. C, Prowse, 
of Prince Edward Island, who is 
vice-president of the Golden-Win- 
dermere, Limited, a company capit- 
alized at $2,000,000 for the purpose 
of acquiring and reclaiming the lands 

in question,
